Obtaining Eggs For Incubator. 
Eggs to be placed in an Incubator 
should be from well matured one year 
old pullets or two-year-old hens. 
The 
pullets or hens should be yarded off. 
fifteen hens to each rooster. 
This method coats little more than 
the old custom of letting hens and 
roosters all run together, hut it In­ 
sures fertile eggs. 
Give hens plenty 
of charcoal, fresh water, grit, clean 
quarters, alfalfa or other greens, and 
you will have a flock that will please 
you and every cue else. But feed oys­ 
ter shells sparingly to breeding hens, 
as the eggshells will be so thick that 
the clucks can t break through. 
Eggs should not be over seven days 
old for hatching for best results. The 
brooder should be warm to receive the 
chicks.

1910, are cotton, corn, wheat, oats, hay, 
rice, potatoes, etc. Cotton as the lead­ 
ing product Is far ahead of its rivals.

Bent three eggs very light, 
add a small tea spoon fill of salt, one 
pint of milk and two-thirds of a cupful 
of flour. 
It«tier a pau like the one 
used for roasting the beef and pour 
the pudding hi, placing tho rack with 
the meat on It over and not in the pan 
or pudding. 
This should be done a 
half hour before the meat is done, al­ 
lowing the pudding to bake that length 
of time. Cut into squares and serve a* 
garnish fo£ beef
